It takes more 
than half a bushel of wheat to take 
a bushel to Montreal; while a quarter 
of a pound of live beef«will take a 
pound to the same pori. Thereiore the 
farmer who ships wheat is paying just 
twice as much out of his produce for 
freight as the farmer who ships beef. 

Second; Cattle are dred, grow and 
thrive on the natural grass of che 
epuniry; That is to say, nature pro- 
vides the means for caititis wroewing, 
and man has only to take advaniage 
o: it. As conditsoas have been, andare 
yet in all but the mos: ¢hickly settled 
disiricts, ihere 1s abundant free pas- 
ture. The land costs noching; the 
€r.ss cosis nothing, And the owner of 
a bench qocatie is recognixed/as dong 
a gooi thing ior the_public when he 
turas the waste grass into profitable 
bee., even though the profit ast1s own: 
The griin farmer must owadand,aa’ 
chinery, @nd team®, and must largely 
emp oy labor, fa order io-get'@ recurn. 

Third; As the support of caitle is 
the natural grass of ihe country which 
never fails, the cattle raiser does met 
take the same risks irom climaiie dis- 
iurbinces.thac ihe farmer who depends 
oa grin does. 


Gi course all these advantages are 
0: no account if catue raising does no 
pay as compared with grain, Bui ai 
is in that comparison that the «cattle 
indusiry shows best.; and still beiter 
considered as an addition to and in 
connection with. grain raising. Cat- 
tle can be raised separately from and 
entirely without grain, but they can 
ba raised very much better «and more 
pro itably in connectaon wich grain and 
to urnish a market for cheap, poarse 
and reuse grain which 1s unsuitable 
for expori. It is tm this feature of the 
cat le industry as concerning this dis- 
trict thit special atteataon 1s desired
